VOTE NO ON SB 318 


e SB318seeksto permit impeachment of judges for their decisions, by 
amending the definition of malfeasance. 

e SB 318 targets only judges in its amendment of malfeasance. 

e Malfeasance is an unjust act a person has no right to do. 

e Making judicial rulings is the job of the judicial branch of government. One 
should not be impeached for something they have a right and obligation to 
do. 

e Since 1803 and the decision of Marbury v. Madison one of the fundamental 
constitutional tenants in the United States is that courts have the power 
and obligation to interpret the law. 

e This is expressed in Article VII Sections 1 and 2 of the Montana Constitution 
which vests judicial power in the courts and the Montana Supreme Court 
with appellate jurisdiction. 

e Permitting the legislature to impeach a judge because of a decision would 
violate Article VII and make the legislature a super appellate court. 

e The proper avenue for a decision the legislature disagrees with is appeal, 
amending the statute at issue, and ultimately an election. 

e Statutes need interpretation. A judge faced with a motion to dismiss a 
criminal case because of a speedy trial concern is left with no statutory 
guidance on whether COVID 19 is good cause for delay of trial. 

e When a judge rules on that motion are they at risk of committing 
malfeasance and being impeached? 

e Article Ш Section 1 of the Montana Constitution establishes the three 
separate and equal branches of Montana government. Stepping in to 
review court decisions through SB 318 violates this fundamental tenant of 
our republic. 


€ Chief Justice William Rehnquist wrote when commenting on impeachment 
"Judicial acts — their rulings from the bench — would not be the basis for 


removal from office by impeachment and conviction."
